Killed In Tragedy 

The Students' Executive Council was deeply shocked and grievet 
> learn of the tragic death of Mrs. Gladys McKenzie last Sunday 
evening. She was struck by a train while crossing the tracks at Rose- 
village situated about eighteen miles north of Montreal. 



cKenzie had been work- 
ing in the "SEC office as the 
secretary for a little over two 
• years, and in that time her work 
brought her in contact with hun- 
dreds of the students whom she 
served. There was a genuine feel- 
ing of sadness on Monday as ma- 
ny of those who knew her heard 
of the tragedy.

STUDENTS VIE 
FOR ELECTION 
TO PARLIAMENT 

McGill's first campus-wide 
Model Parliament campaign opens 
today. Barring last minute de- 
velopments there will be sixty- 
three students vying for support 
in thirty constituencies. 

Highlight of the two-week cam- 
paign, which climaxes on election 
day, Nov. 29, will be a monster 
rally in the Union and a special 
debate. The debate will feature 
former Liberal cabinet minister, 
Jack Pickcrsgill and Arthur Ma- 
lôney, criminal lawyer and Par- 
liamentary Assistant to the Minis- 
ter of Labour. 

Convenes Dec. 4 
Successful candidates, plus ten 
additional members to be ap- 
pointed on a basis of proportional 
representation, will form the 
pseudo-Parliament Dec. 4. In ad 
dition Heath MacQuarrie, (PC- 
Queens) and Leon Crestohl (Lib- 
Montreal Cartier) will be guest 
speakers. Proper Parliamentary 

Procedure will be enforced by 
ormer Commons speaker Rene 
Bcaudoin. 

A Quebec First 
Although Model Parliament 
elections are common on other 
Canadian campuses, this will be 
the first such undertaking at 
any Quebec university. Purpose or 
the campaign, according to Wes 
Rapoport, President of the Mc- 
Gill Liberals and Bob Amaron, 
who leads the local PC's, is to 
stimulate interest in and under- 
standing of national issues.

Oscar Peterson first achieved 
fame with the Johnny Holmes' 
orchestra in 1944, but remained 
in Canada until 1949 despite many 
lucrative offers from the United 
States.

Fearless Freshmen Plead 
"Give Exact Word Limits " 



Freshman students taking En- 
glish 100C at McGill prefer to 
be assigned a definite word limit, 
rather than being told to "write 
enough to cover the subject ade- 
auately". The Daily learned this 
from two members of the English 
Department. Students obtain a 
sense of security in their compo» 
sition writing when told how 
much to write, indicating that 
they prefer to work towards a 
goal, rather than being left on 
their own in determining the 
length of their essays. 

No Change 

The two faculty members inter- 
viewed, Professor A. E. Malloch 
and Mr. W. Booth, have not ob- 
served any appreciable change in 
the calibre of students' writing 
within the last few years. Howe

from Ontario high schools camé 
to college better prepared to wri- 
te compositions than those from 
Quebec. 

Another noteworthy statistic is 
that although students prefer to 
write subjective compositions in- 
stead of descriptive or narrative 
ones, they get lower marks when 
attempting the former. .This is 
attributed to the fact that they

they lose all control of their work, 
"Descriptive essays are usually 
written best," said Mr. Booth, "as 
the student can visualize the facts 
in chronological order and set 
them down without too much dif- 
ficulty". - • 

Professor Malloch said that stu- 
dents require suggestions when 
choosing a topic for their essays, 
is they tend to waste much va- 
luable time in deciding on sub- 
ject matter. Consequently suggest- 
ed topics are always given on 
composition examinations. Essays 
arc assigned with the students' 
benefit, rather than their interests, 
in mind. As a result the students 
often lack knowledge of the given 



subject and must resort to copying 
their weekly assignments from 
such reliable sources as the En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica and Read- 
er's Digest. 

It has also been observed that 
constant practise, when done with 
the correct attitude, will improve 
the calibre of writing. 

All freshman must take English 
100C, a one hour-a-wcek course, 
which is not a credit and has no 
bearing on one's final average. A 
pass mark is all that is required. 

Satisfied 

Therefore, some students are sa- 
tisfied with 50%, while others 
devote much, time and effort to 
their essays in an attempt to im- 
prove their writing ability. The 
third group of students "carry" 
English 100C each year until they 
pass it.

toured Europe and led his own 
trio consisting of bassist , Ray 
Brown and guitarist Irving Ashby, 
who was later replaced by Barney 
Kessel and still later Herb Ellis. 
In 1953 he appeared in a concert 
tour with Ella Fitzgerald in Eng- 
land and Scotland. • 

Peterson's style, which at first 
seemed to be an amalgamation of 
Shearing, Tatum, Garner and 
several others of the "cool" 
school, clearly evolved as a dis- 
tinguishable and original style. , 

This Canadian pianist has 
widely recognized for his talenl 
and contribution to his field, a 
fact which is borne out by his 
election to a first place position 
in the annual Downbeat magazine 
poll last year. He cites as his own 
two favourite pianists Vladihiar 
Horowitz and Art Tatum. 

The jazzman has just returned 
from Chicago, and will head back 
south of the border after his 
Moyse Hall performance. 

Peterson was born in Montreal 
26 years ago. Married and the 
father of four children, he still 
resides . in the city of his birth, 
spending five to seven hours a day 
while at home practicing the mu- 
sic which has made him famous. 
Such times at home are not too 
frequent for the musician how- 
ever, as evidenced by his 1950 
tour of 52 cities with the Granz 
JATP group. He has also played 
at the Stratford Shakespearean 
Festival. 

Other presentations planned by 
SCOPE are : Robert Frost, "Amer- 
ican poetry's elder statesman", the 
Amadcus String Quartet, and 
an exhibition of Contemporary 
American Art, sponsored jointly 
with the University of Montreal. 
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Sputnik, Duplessis And Timid McGill 

Perhaps the most important result in the West of the 
Russian advances in science has been the concern shown in 
the field of education. What was always patently obvious 
became of urgent necessity — the need for wider tapping 
of the talents of the West, the need to provide adequate 
educational opportunities for the young people particularly 
in North America, the vanguard of the West. 

With this in jnind the situation in Quebec is of pai*ticu- 
lar concern to us. Here, because of a premier who has set 
himself up as the archguardian of provincial rights, the 
provision for university . education is pitifully inadequate. 
That the French-speaking population is insufficiently pro- 
vided for is a simple fact. That McGill, an old and famous 
university, is in dangerous financial straits is also a fact 
and one that is our prime concern here. 

Out of deference to M. Duplessis the Board of Gov- 
ernors saw fit to refuse the grant offered by the Canada 
Council this year. The members of the Board we know to 
be wise men and while we are not aware of the rationale of 
their decision we can guess at it. Most probably they felt 
that M. Duplessis could make things rather uncomfortable 
for McGill, and since a bird in the hand is proverbially better 
than one in the hush, they may have thought it best to 
settle for M. Duplessis' present grants than risk taking 
Ottawa grants and losing his favour. The other universities 
in Quebec also followed the same policy. 

We are doubtful of the efficacy of this approach. While 
it is true that the grants now denied are piling up to the 
university's credit, it is not as yet clear when the golden 
horizon will dawn permitting McGill to draw on the furid. 
If M. Duplessis' is the stumbling block we shall have to wait 
for his demise or political retirement. We doubt whether the 
university, authorities in Quebec are sitting and waiting for 
either eventuality. Such would be a negative approach and 
in the case of the former possibility somewhat immoral. 

Probably the university authorities have a plan, pos- 
sibly M. Duplessis may match the Ottawa grants with in- 
creased Quebec grants. However we have not heard of any- 
thing to support either of these suppositions. If action is 
not being taken along any of these lines we think that it is 
time that something was done. 

That McGill cannot offer salaries comparative to those 
being offered at Toronto and UBC is already affecting her 
staff situation. The universities outside of Quebec that are 
accepting federal grants are in a position to forge ahead 
and to draw teachers away from Quebec. The crisis is here 
and now in Quebec. We cannot afford to wait for an 
imagined millenium. 

It is time that universities came out of their ivory 
towers and arouse the public consciousness as to the extreme 
urgency of their nëeds. There is need for an acute awareness 
in all levels of society of the gravity of the problem. With 
sufficient zeal in prosecution, with a willingness to stick 
their necks out, it is possible that a public opinion can be 
so aroused as to reach even the ears of the Quebec premier. 
That gentleman could be reminded that latterly in this 
country two apparently well entrenched political groups 
suffered reverses. We refer to the Liberals and Montreal's 
Civic Action League. 

With a clamant public desire for an adequate education- 
al system M. Duplessis might be brought to realise that 
the need for education is of broader and more vital signifi- 
cance than the defence of provincial autonomy. He must be 
brought to see that in the -age of Sputnik it is almost 
ludicrous, if tragically so, that the limited sphere of provin- 
cialism should prove a barrier to progress and enlighten-

All That Jazz 

Sir: 

Quite recently the Students' Exe- 
cutive Council admitted officially to 
the McGill campus a new club called 
The Jazz Society of McGill Universi- 
ty. Jts arrival went almost unnoticed. 
Except for those who attend the S.E.C. 
meeting approving the formation of 
this club, and the few members, 
hardly anybody on campus knew about 
it. 

Jazz is an art, very much the same 
as writing books, painting a picture, 
acting, sculpturing, etc. The satis- 
faction derived from participation in 
this art is no different than the satis- 
faction derived out of any other art. 
Jazz is a mode of self expression; it 
serves almost as a retreat from the 
cares and worries of this modern 
world. The man who picks up a 
musical instrument and plays jazz has 
found some way to release his emo- 
tions. The art in this is the way in 
which he expresses himself, be it 
quiet or angrily. One sees the same 
in a picture. ' 

But the average person looks upon 
jazz as something different. He 
pictures a group of people in a dark, 
smoky room playing some kind of 
music far removed from the basic 
ideas of rhythm and motion. He 
pictures people who just don't look 
natural, and thinks of alcoholics, drug 
addicts, or some such nonsense. 

What is the difference between a 
man who plays a trumpet and the man 
who reads Shaw? or the man who 
likes Rembrandt ? or Chopin ? It is 
true that some bad elements have ap- 
peared in the jazz scene, but haven't 
bad elements appeared elsewhere ? 

The average person has yet to 
recognize this fact. Most people don't 
even give organizations involved with 
jazz a chance to exist. They ride them, 
try to disorganize them, do anything 
within their power to destroy them. 
Jazz, and those associated with it can- 
not be destroyed. Jazz has' been around, 
maybe only in the background, too 
long to be finally rubbed out. This 
organization is asking only for a 
chance to promote a new type of art. 
It is not asking that everybody become 
avid enthusiasts. It is asking just for 
a chance to exist. If more people knew 
really what jazz is,' they wouldn't be 
able to come around and say, "I don't 
like it", or, "It's not good". Give 
this organization, and other organiza- 
tions like it, a chance to work! Let 
those who are interested develop their 
interest; let those who want to learn 
do so! If one appreciates an art such 
as painting, architecture, writing and 
sculpturing, surely one can at least 
tolerate, maybe even get to enjoy, this 
form of art.

Through either accident or 
intent it is very easy to present as 
a cross-section, of public opinion, a 
point of view held, in fact, by a mi- 
nority and thus presenting fiction as 
fact. 

Although I am hesitant to believe 
that the poll concerning The Queen 
and Commonwealth (which appeared 
in the Daily of Nov. 6) was handled 
in a dishonest manner, I nevertheless 
think it was handled unfairly and in- 
completely. 

Of the eight students whose opi- 
nions were published,, all were in ci- 
ther Arts or Commerce! Does this 
mean that Mr. Levine* in a moment 
of leisure, stood on the Arts Build- 
ings steps and collared a few of his 
friends as they came out? or does it 
simply mean that he was not interested 
enough in his project to speak to a 
few engineers or mcd. students (who 
God knows have been willing enough 
to express their opinions these last 



few days)? 

If Mr. Levine's poll was meant to 
give us a cross-section of opinions on 
the McGill campus (and what other 
justification can such a poll have for 
its existence?), he has failed. Not 



only has he failed,' he has perhaps 
misled us unnecessarily. I feel strong- 
ly that such surveys can be very use- 
ful, but I also recognize them as being 
extremely dangerous.

The Chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission has announced that the 
government is seeking 800 university 
graduates for continuing employment 
and 1,000 undergraduates for summer 
work. 

At the graduate level students arc 
f~requircd from virtually all faculties 
but mainly from arts and commerce, 
engineering and agricultural science, 
these four groups, which account for 
about three quarters of the 800 vacan- 
cies, include 200 engineers, 120 agri- 
cultural scientists and over 200 arts 
and commerce graduates for assign- 
- ment to various classes. 

The 1,000 undergraduates hired for 
summer work will receive from $245 
- to $30} a month depending on the 
amount and kind of university train- 
ing they have had and related expe- 
rience. Some students seeking post- 
graduate degrees will get more than 
^Utat. 

Summer requirements include 200 



undergraduates in agriculture, 100 in 
forestry and 175 geology students. The- 
re is also a need for 180 survey assis- 
tants. Much of the work undertaken 
by these students is 'purposely sched- 
uled for the summer since it requires 
superior education and*the summer is 
the only time when trained people arc 
available for short-term employment. 

Mr. Mceney said the Commission is 
streamlining its processes and intensi- 
fying its efforts in order to ensure that 
the government gets its fair share of 
the best graduates.
